‘Greatest Show Britain Has Ever Put on Abroad’ 


exhibition ever to be staged in the United States will be 

opened by the Duke of Edinburgh at the Coliseum, New 
York. The exhibition remains open until June 26. Described 
as the largest foreign trade show to be held there -— more than 
300 exhibitors from the United Kingdom are occupying 
400,000 square feet on four floors of the Coliseum - the exhibi- 
tion is sponsored by the Dollar Exports Council, The British 
American Chamber of Commerce, and the Federation of 
British Industries, and organized by British Overseas Fairs, 
Ltd. Mr. Reginald Maudling, President of the Board of Trade, 
who is already in the United States, will be present at the 
opening ceremony. 


Associated with the exhibition is the British Military Tournament 
and Tattoo, the world’s most spectacular military show. It is being 
staged at Madison Square Garden from June 17 to July 4, and 500 
troops representing all three British Services will have been flown 
from Britain to Ncw York for the occasion. 


The picture of Britain presented to the visitor on entering the 
exhibition is that of a nation full of vigour, alive to the challenge 
of the modern age and meeting it with confidence. This display, 
produced by Her Majesty’s Government -who are the largest 
exhibitors with 18,000 square feet of space — projects Britain as a 
pioneer of scientific advancement, a leading influence on world trade, 
and a country in the van of social and industrial progress. Britain’s 
traditional features — green fields, picturesque hamlets, and colourful 
pageantry — have no place in this section of the exhibition. It is a 
feature which stresses the many contributions which this island has 
made and is still making to the betterment of mankind.

Travel and Holidays Association. More and more Americans are being 
welcomed to Britain each year to see for themselves the centuries 
old beauty of Britain’s countryside and its monuments together with 
the new Britain.

Cummerce in all its aspects is illustrated — banking, insurance, 
the minting of coins for other countries, overseas broadcasting and 
demonstrations of the world’s most modern and efficient communica- 
tions system. Steel is the keystone of British industry and the British 
Iron and Steel Federation representing the whole industry in Britain 
has staged a display demonstrating processing, uses and exports. 


These exhibits surround other features of particular interest: 
the latest Melrose heart-lung machine in operation; a Hovercraft 
development for use as a sea ferry; the Proteus, a turbo-jet engine 
adapted for generating electricity, propelling ships and as power unit 
for a car in which an attempt will soon be made to break the world’s 
land speed record; Conway, the new by-pass jet engine compared 
with Whittle’s first jet; Rotodyne, a vertical take-off high-speed 
passenger aircraft; the world’s most compact and powerful diesel 
electric locomotive; and a display of miniatures, including some of the 
world’s smallest components.

The Central Information Desk is able to answer almost any question 
about Britain. Trade visitors can discover the precise channels of 
distribution of British made goods. The American industrialist can 
learn about setting up a British subsidiary. And anyone else who is 
interested in Britain for any other reason can have his inquiries 
answered. For example — ‘We export over one fifth of the world’s 
tractors; we have more vehicles per road mile than any other nation; 
we built the first commercial scale nuclear power station, we are now 
building more than anyone else.’ And in the lighter vein, ‘our tempera- 
ture rarely rises above 90 degrees Fahrenheit or falls below 10 degrees 
Fahrenheit; wild flowers can be picked every month of the year; three 
in four Oxford and Cambridge students win grants to cover their 


fees; and over 30,000 people in Britain speak only in Welsh and 2,000 
only i in Gaelic.’

Speaking in New York recently, Lord Rootes, chairman of the 
Exhibition, Tattoo and Tournament, and chairman of the Dollar 
Exports Council, said “The aim of the Exhibition is to increase trade 
between Britain and America and also to strengthen the understanding 
between the peoples of our two nations. If the atmosphere of com- 
plete cordiality and understanding in which this project is being 
planned on both sides of the Atlantic is any guide, then the Exhibition 
is a success before it opens.’ 

Lord Rootes said that he doubted very much whether there would 
ever be a better shop window in which to display the fruitfulness of 
private enterprise. It would be a shop window packed full of the very 
best that Britain could offer.

was being supplemented by re-creating there the famous Tattoo and 
‘Tournament which would be staged just as they were in Edinburgh 
and in London. “Tradition, culture and trade must always go hand in 
hand,’ concluded Lord Rootes. 


No picture of Britain in the twentieth century would be complete 
without a reference to Sir Winston Churchill. On the fourth floor of 
the Coliseum will be a special 20-section feature entitled ‘Churchill 
pe meg a tribute in honour of Sir Winston donated by some of his 

riends. 


This floor will depict also other sides of British life. Visitors will be 
able to relax in a typical English Inn staffed by British barmaids; the 
Scotch Whisky Association exhibit will show why its famous whiskies 
have become a major American import from Britain; copies of British 
periodicals, including trade and technical journals, will be on sale; 
and a British grocery store will offer tempting foodstuffs, beverages 
and candies. Again on this floor there will be a cinema showing British 
television programmes and documentary films, and a cartoon corner 
will have drawings selected from Punch and the New Yorker illustrat- 
ing ‘How we laugh together.’ 

On the third floor will be featured the British Motor Show, and 
for the first time in the United States will include a wide range of light 
and heavy trucks. Other exhibits will feature electrical, mechanical 
and tele-communicating equipment, tubes, cabling, bicycles, motor- 
cycles and scooters. 

Many of the high quality consumer products that Britain is now 
producing will be displayed on the second floor. There will be a special 
display of modern British design for the home, and by contrast 
some of Britain’s most beautiful antiques. This floor will also be the 
place to see a wide range of British radio and audio devices, and a 
variety of engineering equipment ranging from tractors, aero and 
diesel engines to small Sheffield tools. 

In a message to the exhibition President Eisenhower, who shares 
patronage of the show with Her Majesty the Queen, writes ‘Speaking 
both personally and on behalf of the American people, I wish to extend 
greetings and sincere best wishes for the success of the British Exhibi- 
tion in New York City. From it Americans will gain greater knowledge 
of and appreciation for Britain today. Even more important however, 
the exhibition stands as a visible symbol of the enduring friendship 
and sharing of purpose which bring our two nations together in 
common cause.’

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World’s Fashion Buyers Welcomed in London 


Some 1,200 people, including buyers from overseas, attended the 
‘London Presents’ Fashion parades of autumn clothes held at 
Quaglino’s, London, on May 25. The parades, which were opened by 
Mrs. Erroll (wife of Mr. F. J. Erroll, Minister of State, Board of 
Trade) were sponsored by the Apparel and Fashion Industries 
Association (AFIA) as the highlight of their sixth ‘London Presents’ 
Promotion for Export. 


AFIA has been holding these ‘London Presents’ export promotions 
biennially since November 1957, and can report substantially increased 
fashion exports to Canada, European countries and the United States. 
Over 5,000 brochures and invitations have been sent out this spring to 
overseas firms, including the principal shipping houses, whose repre- 
sentatives are particularly welcomed in London during May and 
June, when each of the 400-odd members of the Association will be 
showing their new autumn collections in their manufacturing show- 
rooms, largely centred in the West End. 


In welcoming the visitors from overseas, Mrs. Erroll referred to the 
‘great opportunities’ for the fashion industry. ‘Many of the manu- 
facturers showing here today are already exporting,’ she said, ‘some 
on a considerable scale. But I am confident that many others could 
export successfully as well, and that the industry’s exports could be 
increased many times over.’ 


Concurrently, at the Berners Hotel, London, some 4,000 yards 
of fabric for spring 1961 ranges of women’s and children’s wear have 
been on view at the Makers-Up Fabric Assembly. This annual event 
is sponsored by the Apparel and Fashion Industry’s Association. It 
provides the ready-to-wear industry with a unique opportunity to 
make first-hand choice of materials that they will be using next year, 
and also to meet new suppliers. 


The first Makers-Up Fabric Assembly held in May 1959, was so 
successful that nearly twice the number of showrooms have been 
necessary this year. Exhibits have included fabrics manufactured in 
Manchester, Nottingham, London, Brighton, Leicester, Macclesfield, 
Lancaster, Bolton, Blackburn and Darwen, as well as a wide range of 
fabrics from overseas countries. 


Autumn Fashions at the ‘Mermaid’ 


THE TWENTY-SEVEN members of the Fashion House Group of 
London, formed a little over a year ago, gave a joint presentation last 
week of ready-to-wear fashions at the ‘Mermaid’ Theatre, London, 
to mark the opening of the London Fashion Week. The presentation 
was opened on May 23 by H.R.H. The Duchess of Kent. 


Visitors to the ‘Mermaid’ included buyers, designers, and fashion 
journalists from more than thirty countries, who saw some 234 gar- 
ments — coats, suits, sports wear, day and evening dresses — ranging 
in price from 6 to 80 guineas, that were shown in a series of parades. 


Entertainment for the buyers from overseas during the London 
Fashion Week has included an official Government reception at 
Lancaster House at which the guests were received by Mr. John 
Rodgers, Parliamentary Secretary, Board of Trade; and Mrs. 
Rodgers; a reception at the Savoy Hotel when prizes were presented 
for a Daily Telegraph window dressing contest, and a reception on the 
terrace of the House of Lords given by Lord Hastings on behalf of the 
Fashion House Group of London.

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Bright Prospects for Britain in Iraq and Iran 


: HE VALUE of both our exports and imports in absolute terms is 
running at a rate now closer to £4,000 million than to £3,000 
million a year. The very rapid rate of increase in our exports in 

the last year has been heartening, but we shall have to do still better 
if we are to be within sight of reaching our three main objectives — to 
increase our gold reserves, to repay our debts and to leave a margin 
in hand both to help the undeveloped countries, and to increase our 
investment abroad.’ 


Mr. F. J. Erroll said this when he addressed the Council of British 
Manufacturers of Petroleum Equipment at a luncheon in Manchester 
on May 27. 


The Minister said ‘In 1959 and so far this year production in Britain 
has been rising. We are now producing goods at a rate about 10 per 
cent. higher than we were a year ago. As no raw materials to speak of 
are produced at home with the exception of coal, an increase in 
industrial output automatically means an increase in imports. More- 
over when output is rising we usually find that manufacturers tend to 
carry a higher volume of stocks. This means that imports tend to rise 
more quickly than the rise in production itself.’ 

Our import bill had been rising steeply, though in recent months the 
rate of increase had slowed down. “We want to see an increase in 
living standards at home and this necessarily means that we have to 
import more. But we cannot, over a period of time, import substan- 
tially more than we sell abroad. Our gold reserves would pay our 
import bill for only about three months — and the reserves have to 
finance the trade of the whole sterling area. This is why we need to 
export more’ said the Minister. ‘Our export performance has been 
reasonably good but over the last six months or so the rise in exports 
has been outmatched by the rise in imports. It is also rather disturbing 
that the improvement in our exports in recent months has not been so 
marked as that of our competitors particularly in Western Europe and 
Japan.’ 

The Government itself was not in the export business. What they 
could do was to create a favourable economic climate for exporters, 
and to provide important facilities, such as information about markets 
abroad, and export credit insurance. 


Oil production facilities in Middle East countries were continually 
being expanded to meet expectations of continually increasing 
demand. Many of the major fields in the Middle East were capable of 
producing at much higher rates, and in a number of cases expansion 
could be achieved by installing the facilities (pipelines, tanker 
terminals, etc.) to enable the oil to be got out. The outlook therefore 
for the supply of oil equipment in Iraq seemed bright. ‘There were 
major expansion plans both in the south and in the north. Both 
the oil companies and the Iraqis had a common interest in increasing 
oil production and improving facilities for exporting the oil. In fact 
with the fifty-fifty profit sharing arrangement both parties had an 
equal interest in this. 


‘I was glad to learn that the Iraqis intend to open an office in 
London which will be responsible for sales promotion for dates and 
perhaps other Iraqi products’ continued Mr. Erroll. 


Exports from U.K. 


Our share of the Iraqi market had remained steadily at about 
28 per cent. since 1955, a share which was about double that of our 
nearest rival — the United States. Our exports to Iraq had not been 
affected at least statistically by the revolution and, although our 
businessmen in the country had had their difficulties, they are manag- 
ing to carry on. The import licensing arrangements were being 
re-examined and he was hopeful that regulations less onerous to 
British exporters, their agents, and local representatives would be 
issued before very long. 

‘On the trade front my conclusions on Iraq therefore are moderately 
optimistic. There is no preyudice against British commerce. With the 
steady oil revenues accruing to Iraq there is a constant flow of foreign 
exchange to pay for imports and satisfy the needs of a reasonable 
development programme. 

Dealing with Iran, the Minister said that production of oil there 
was increasing. It reached a figure of about 45 million tons in 1959 and 
the Iranian Government received about £90 million as its share. 
The increase in crude oil production in Iran had been striking since 
the settlement of the oil dispute. The overseas purchases of the oil

consortium were high although he understood that there was a falling 
off by 16 per cent. to a figure of £16 million in 1959. A higher propor- 
tion of materials required by the consortium was being bought in 
Iran itself. Nevertheless the opportunities for British exporters were 
considerable and he explained to the Consortium and to the head of 
the National Iranian Oil Company that Britain was able to supply 
most types of oil equipment on competitive terms. 

‘I was given to understand that the Iranians had no intention of 
imposing prohibitive import duties, even when local production has 
been established, so that Iran should remain a market open for the 
sale of British goods for many years ahead. The Iranians are anxious 
to attract British investment. They have a law which safeguards 
foreign investment against expropriation. The main danger to the 
Iranian economy is that development plans may be allowed to run 
ahead of income, but it is hard to make any dogmatic judgment on a 
matter of this kind. I found a general determination to keep the 
economy relatively stable and I would judge that in the years ahead 
Iran is likely to be a good market for British goods in the Middle 
East area.’ 

The Minister said international competition was very keen; the 
Germans, Italians, Danes, and other Western European countries 
were taking a lively interest in this important market. 

He urged any businessmen who were interested in either of the 
countries which he had visited to go there to see for themselves. 
“You will be welcome, and I am sure that it always pays to meet the 
people you are dealing with rather than rely solely upon the services 
of agents at long range. I think my visit to these two countries may have 
done some good, and I hope you will turn to your own advantage any 
goodwill I may have been able to create.’ 

On May 30, Mr. Erroll addressed members of the Federation of 
British Industries in London on his recent visit to Iraq and Iran.

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EFTA: Implementation of U.K. Tariff Obligations 


A TREASURY ORDER published on May 27%, introduces on July 1, 1960, 
the first instalment of the tariff reductions that result from the United 
Kingdom's membership of the European Free Trade Association 
(EFTA). The Order prescribes reduced rates of protective duty for 
certain goods imported from the other EFT A countries in accordance 
with the Stockholm Convention establishing the Association. The 
goods eligible for these reduced rates of duty are industrial products 
of the EFTA countries. 


The reduced rates of protective duty (described in the Order as 
‘Convention rates of duty’) will be shown in an amendment, also 
published on May 27, to the United Kingdom Tariff. These rates 
will be referred to in the Tariff as ‘EFT A rates of duty’. 


Tariffs Reduced by 20 per cent. 


For most of the products affected by the reductions the EFTA 
rates of duty will be four-fifths of the full rates charged at present. 
There will, however, be no EFTA rates for most agricultural, fish or 
marine products; these are listed in the First Schedule to the Order. 
For some other products the EFTA rates will differ from four-fifths 


of the present full rate; these are listed in the Second Schedule to the 
Order. 


EFTA Rates Differing from Four-fifths of the Present Full Rates 
The products listed in the Second Schedule to the Order consist of: 
(a) Certain types of steel rods on which the import duty (£4 10s. 0d. per 

ton or 10 per cent. whichever is the greater) was suspended on 
January 1, 1960, and for which the EFTA rate is to be ‘Free’. 
(b) A mumber of composite goods containing hydrocarbon oils, and 
(c) The four items covered by the Anglo-Danish Agreement which 
was signed on April 8, 1960, and forms an integral part of the Stock- 
holm Convention arrangements. On these four agricultural items the 
EFTA rates of import duty from July 1, will be as follows:

Alterations in United Kingdom Drawback Rates 


Because import duties on many products imported from the other 
EFTA countries will be reduced from July 1, it is necessary to make 
certain adjustments, to come imto effect from that date, in the arrange- 
ments for drawback of duty (i.e. refund of duty on exportation) 
payable in respect of such products. These adjustments are provided 
for by a related Treasury Order also published on May 27 -— the 
Import Duty Drawbacks (No. 7) Order, 1960 (S.I. 1960/907).

Notes for Guidance 


({) EFT A countries are those in the Convention area defined in the 
European Free Trade Association Act, 1960 (Section 10 (1)): Austria, 
Denmark, Great Britain, Northern Ireland, the Isle of Man and the 
Channel Islands, Leichtenstein, Norway and Spitsbergen, Portugal 
with the Azores and Madeira, Sweden and Switzerland. 


(2) The statutory instrument which gives effect to the provisions of 
the Convention for determining whether consignments of goods 
imported from the other EFTA countries are entitled to EFTA rates 
of duty was published on May 3, 1960, with the title “The European 
Free Trade Association (Origin of Goods) Regulations, 1960’ 
(S.1. 1960 No. 780) — see Board of Trade Fournal of May 6, page 966. 


(3) The Stockholm Convention establishing the European Free 
Trade Association and the Schedules of Annex B to the Convention, 
were published respectively as a White Paper (Cmnd. 906) and a 
supplement (Cmnd. 906-I) in November, 1959. 


(4) The Anglo-Danish Agreement (which will shortly be published 
as a Command Paper in the Treaty Series) was made under Article 23 
of the Stockholm Convention and provides for the reduction and 
eventual elimination of the United Kingdom tariffs on imports from 
Denmark (and other EFT A countries) of the four agricultural products 
mentioned in paragraph 4 of this Notice. While reserving the United 
Kingdom Government’s right to carry out its obligations to home 
producers the Agreement also gives certain assurances to the Danish 
Government about the continuance of traditional trade relations 
between the two countries. This Agreement gives effect to the arrange- 
ments which were set out in the Agreed Statement announced to 
Parliament on July 9, 1959. 


(5) The EFTA Convention is not expected to have any substantial 
effect on our trade with other Commonwealth countries. Some 
preferences enjoyed by Commonwealth countries in the United Kingdom 
will be affected by the reduction and, in due course, the elimination 
of duties on goods from our EFTA partners, but the amount of trade 
in these goods which is subject to competition between Common- 
wealth countries and countries of EFTA, is small. The interests of 
Commonwealth countries are mostly in agricultural products which 
will not be affected by the EFTA Convention and in industrial raw 
materials many of which enter the United Kingdom free of duty 
from all sources. 


Negotiations Between EFTA and EEC 


THE FOLLOWING is the text of a letter sent on May 24, 1960, by 
M. Lange, the Swedish Minister of Commerce, on behalf of the 
Ministerial Council of the European Free Trade Area of which he is 
chairman, to the six Ministers members of the Council of the 
European Economic Community, regarding future negotiations 
between the two groups: 


‘Mr. Minister, 


‘I wish to refer to your letter of Mav 16, 1960, addressed to the 
Minister for Foreign Affairs, enclosing the Declaration of Intention 
adopted on May 11, 1960, by the Council of Ministers of the European 
Economic Community. In my capacity as Chairman of the Council of 
Ministers of the European Free Trade Association, I have the honour, 
in accordance with a decision taken by the Council at its recent 
meeting in Lisbon, to communicate to you the following: 


"The Governments of the EF TA member countries have studied 
the contents of the Declaration of Intention and have with great 
interest taken note of the wish expressed in your letter to initiate 
negotiations with the EFTA in order to settle the commercial prob- 
lems arising from the creation of two economic organizations in 
Europe and to strive to maintain and develop traditional intra- 
European commerce in accordance with rules of the General Agree- 
ment of Tariffs and Trade. 


“The Council of Ministers of the EFTA has discussed your message 
at its above-mentioned meeting at Lisbon. As is shown by the 
communique issued after the meeting, attached hereto, the Govern- 
ments of the EFTA member countries are pleased to accept this 
invitation to take up negotiations. The Council of Ministers of the 
EFTA shares the opinion of the Council of Ministers of the E.E.C. 
that such negotiations should take place within the framework of the 
Committee on Trade Problems and that they should be initiated at the 
next meeting of the said Committee, to be held on June 9. 


‘The Governments of the EFTA member countries have the firm 
intention to participate constructively in these negotiations and are 
anxious that early results should be reached. 

‘I avail myself of this opportunity to convey to you, Mr. Minister, 

assurance of my highest consideration.’

Furniture Manufacturers’ Contribution to Western European Trade 


Mr. F. J. ERROLL, Minister of State, Board of Trade, speaking at 
the opening of the International Congress of Furniture Mar ufac- 
turers’ in London on May 30 said he noticed with particular interest 
that the members of the Congress included representatives from both 
E.E.C. and the EFTA countries. This spontaneous association of the 
furniture manufacturers of these countries augured well for a broader 
European trading association. 

The Minister said: ‘For some years now the governments of the 
Western European countries have been working to develop in the 
fields of trade and commerce that collaboration between Western 
European countries which forms the basis of the O.E.E.C. We now 
have the European Economic Community and the European Free 
Trade Association; important international trading communities 
which H.M. Government sincerely hope will lead to a broader 
European trading association.’ 

Continuing, he said ‘at a meeting of the Trade Ministers of the 
countries within the European Free Trade Association which I 
attended with the President of the Board of Trade, Mr. Reginald 
Maudling, we expressed tte keen desire by H.M. Government to see 
the commercial strength of Europe enhanced through an association 
of the Six and Seven We welcome the initiative taken by the Six to 
open discussions with the European Free Trade Association and we 
hope that those discussions will be very successful.’ 


Governments had already done much to create the conditions 
within which international trade in Europe could develop and the 
most convincing demonstration of the strength and vigour of the 


EFTA and the E.E.C. would be the increase in international trade 
within those groupings which we confidently expected. The develop- 
ment of that trade was, however, in the hands of manufacturers 
themselves and if the volume of the trade between Western European 
countries could be increased, as we expected, we should have taken a 
long stride towards the broader association in Europe. 


It was recognized that although mass production methods brought 
lower prices, there would always be room in the furniture industry 
for the craftsman’s product and the national speciality. He welcomed 
the Congress for the opportunity it provided for increasing the fund 
of knowledge of the furniture manufacturing industries of Western 
Europe and also because meetings and discussions such as were 
planned were bound to contribute in no small measure to the co- 
operation and collaboration between the Western European countries 
to which we all attached so much importance.

The Order also extends the scope of existing provisions whereby 
drawback is allowed on:

(ii) microphones and earphones for deaf-aids. 
The Order comes into operation on May 31, 1960 and has been 
published as Statutory Instruments 1960, No. 906. 


Gogo Ltd.’s Application Withdrawn from Performing 
Right Tribunal 


THE PERFORMING RIGHT TRIBUNAL have made the following 
announcement: 


In the matter of an application under Section 27 of the Copyright

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Patent Office Report for 1959 


THE COMPTROLLER-GENERAL’S Annual Report on the work of 
the Patent Office in 1959 was published yesterday. The Report refers 
to the continued increase in applications for patents and trade marks 
and in applications from other countries, including the Soviet Union. 

The continued rise in applications and the difficulty in recruiting 
staff have led to a substantial arrear of unexamined patent specifica- 
tions, although this has not increased in proportion to the number of 
applications. The Report refers to those fel in which new develop- 
ment has been most marked. 

Applications for trade marks continue to increase, partly it is 
thought because of the increased advertising of consumer goods and a 
tendency to seek a trade mark for each new line rather than a mark 
covering a whole range of goods. 


Mention is made of the Committee which is considering the law 
relating to industrial designs and of international discussions in the 
field of industrial property.

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Overseas Visitors at Self-Service Exhibition 


A PaRTY OF 70 industrialists from Yugoslavia were among the 
visitors from various European countries who saw Britain’s second 
Self-Service and Shop Equipment Exhibition held at Olympia, 
London, from May 23 to 27. Sixty firms took part in the display 
covering more than 25,000 square feet ranging from barbecue 
equipment to labelling machinery. 

It is claimed that in the United Kingdom alone the number of shops 
operating self-service facilities has increased 1,000 per cent. in less 
than ten years. 

Among the innovations at the exhibition was a new itemizing cash 
register which aims to eliminate queuing caused by the time hitherto 
taken to reckon customers’ purchases in the big self-service depart- 
ments. 


Another firm introduced a ‘basket-flow’ mechanized check-out 
with a descending ramp down which the basket slides automatically 
to specific positions. 

Also shown was a machine for packing meat and poultry on special 
give-away dishes at the rate of 900 packs an hour. Another machine 
automatically produced adhesive labels printed with store name, 
commodity, date packed, weight, price per lb., and cost of the package 
in a single operation. 

Complete advisory services were also offered on lay-out, space 
requirements, and up-to-date accounting for shopkeepers changing 
over to self-service. 


Commonwealth Technical Training Week in 1961 


PLANS for Commonwealth Technical Training Week to be held 
throughout the United Kingdom from May 29 to June 4, 1961, at the 
suggestion of His Royal Highness, the Duke of Edinburgh, are now 
taking shape. The first 45,000 copies of a campaign guide entitled 
“Training Today for ‘Tomorrow’ have been issued to local authorities, 
directors of education, principals of technical colleges, youth 
employment officers, employers’ organizations, trade unions and to 
firms with ten or more employees. 

The booklet contains a foreword suggesting some of the activities 
which might take place. ‘These include open days in firms and colleges, 
careers exhibitions and conventions, displays of work, civic functions 
and regligious services. 


The aim of Commonwealth Technical Training Week is to impress 
upon all sections of the community the importance of the education 
and training of young people for every kind of employment. Further 
information can be obtained from the Secretary, City and Guilds of 
London Institute, 76 Portland Place, London, W.1. 


Second Annual Assembly of CEMA in Rome 


A DELEGATION of representatives of the British agricultural en- 
gineering industry attended the second General Assembly of the 
European Committee of Associations of Manufacturers of Agricultural 
Machinery (CEMA) held in Rome on May 27. 


CEMA has as its members all the main agricultural engineering 
industries of Western Europe. Its chief object is the free exchange of 
information and to encourage the free movement of trade in farm 
machinery throughout Western Europe. 


Matters discussed included the rationalization of transport facilities 
throughout Europe, means of increasing economic expansion, inter- 
national safety regulations and standards and a joint policy concerning 
the number of international shows in which member industries take 
part.

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Business Efficiency Exhibition in Birmingham 


ORGANIZED BY the Office Appliance and Business Equipment 
Trades Association, the 47th National Business Efficiency Exhibition 
held in Birmingham from May 16 to 21 was the largest display of its 
kind ever staged in an English provincial city. An area of some 40,000 
square feet was occupied by 103 companies who displayed a wide 
range of products being made by Britain’s office equipment industry 
which is the largest of its kind in Europe and is now second only to the 
United States. 


Among the exhibits was an automatic xerographic machine, being 
shown for the first time outside London, and capable of copying thirty 
different documents a minute on to ordinary plain paper by a process 
of electrical photography. On another stand was displayed a machine 
capable of folding letters, inserting them into envelopes and sealing 
them automatically at the rate of 3,600 an hour, while companion 
equipment prepared catalogues for despatch at the same rate. New 
designs in portable copying machines were seen on several stands, 
and of particular interest was the equipment employing an infra-red 
heat process which permitted the reproduction of a single-page 
document in approximately four seconds. 


Leading British manufacturers of electronic computers and 
tabulators exhibited at the exhibition and one company, unable to 
accommodate its latest and largest piece of machinery on the stand, 
arranged for a car service to transport interested visitors to its Bir- 
mingham show-rooms. 


A number of exhibits were particularly interesting to Midland 
visitors because they had been manufactured in the area. A Smethwick 
producer of telephone systems showed a new push-button and 
transistorized loud speaker inter-communication system. One of 
the largest companies in the country concerned with office systems and 
methods, and with headquarters in Birmingham, exhibited four new 
developments, including a sales and purchasing accounting method 
which eliminated the need for separate ledgers. Others showed 
synchronized units for use with typewriters and accounting machines 
producing simultaneously two original records, a certified fire- 
resistant and insulated cabinet for filing plans and a motorized card 
filing system. 

Furniture was well represented in the exhibition. Effective displays 
were organized by manufacturers of steel equipment, and producers of 
wooden furniture had several notable exhibits, including one showing 
a new range of office desks with complete interchangeability of com- 
ponents. Another section which aroused considerable interest included 
typewriter displays. Ten exhibitors showed visitors their latest 
developments in this field and among these was a machine, elec- 
trically operated, where the type face could be changed several times, 
in the course of a few moments, during the typing of a long piece of 
work. 


The demand for British-built typewriters is not limited to the 
United Kingdom. In the first three months of this year the demand 
overseas increased by about £369,000 compared with a similar period 
in 1959. The same trend is to be found in the exports of the industry 
as a whole. In 1959 exports accounted for more than £294 million. 
Exports of office machinery during the first quarter of 1960 reached a 
record of £6,767,765 or 40 per cent. more than last year’s comparative 
figures of £4, 734, 981. In addition, manufacturers of auxiliary equip- 
ment, such as office stationery, steel office furniture and office safes, 
increased shipments abroad to {2,362,633 compared with £1,871, 151 
in the same three months of last year. 


The greatest increase in shipments of office machinery during the 
period was to Canada and consignments worth £240,000 more than 
in the same three months of last year were despatched from the 
United Kingdom. The Union of South Africa came next with an 
increase of £177,000, West Germany was third in the list with con- 
signments worth £156,000 more than in 1959, and the United States 
of America fourth, ordering £154,000 worth more than last year. 
The figures for the first quarter show that exports this year are now 
running at the rate of £36 million a year. 
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Lord Chandos Stresses Northern Ireland’s Industrial Facilities 


A SHORT FILM-— ‘Location, Northern Ireland’ — showing the pro- 
gress of and the availability for industrial development in Northern 
Ireland was given a press preview in London on May 27 before its 
showing at the British Exhibition, New York, and to various organiza- 
tions throughout the United States. The film — running time about 
half an hour — features series of interviews with some of the top 
executives of leading United States corporations which have set up 
factories in Northern Ireland, and the availability of factory space and 
labour in that country. 

Before the film was presented, Lord Chandos, Chairman of the 
Northern Ireland Development Council, said that the labour surplus 
in Northern Ireland was not the mark or sign of a depressed or 
declining economy. This unemployment was due to the change in the 
pattern of Ulster’s economy. The greater mechanization on the farms 
had saved labour, and the keen competition with linen by man-made 
fibres was another of the reasons why there was this surplus of labour 
during the period when Ulster was building up and diversifying her 
other industries. 

Lord Chandos said that the United Kingdom had been and re- 
mained the object of very keen American interest, and to date the 
total of American investment in the United Kingdom at around 
2,000 million dollars was almost equal to the total figures of American 
investment in the whole of the rest of Western Europe. The reasons 
for the greater attraction of the United Kingdom for the United States 
investment were obvious —there were old business and financial 
ties, there was the similarity in commercial systems and standards, a 
common language and above all there was the Commonwealth market. 

Stressing the industrial opportunities offered by Northern Ireland, 
Lord Chandos said ‘It is today a thriving community with a highly 
developed industry. Production in January and February was up 
12 per cent. on 1959; retail sales were four per cent. up and inside this 
figure was a 10 per cent. increase in radio and electrical goods, furniture 
and hardware. Bank advances in January totalled £94 million which is 
15 per cent. up, and capital investment at £73 million for 1959-60 
was {7 million up on the previous year, and is likely to rise to {78 
million in 1960-61.’ 


The Government of Northern Ireland had built 62 factories and 
25 extensions to factories totalling over four million square feet. It had 
purchased and adopted 13 factories, covering a total area of more than 
700,000 square feet. A further 24 new factories and 18 extensions were 
under construction or were being planned. These would total over 
one and a half million square feet. In addition five Government 
factories were now ready for occupation and a further five should be 
available before the end of 1960. 


“The extent and importance of Northern Ireland’s factory building 
programme for industrial development may not be widely realized, 
but this is what we shall be telling the American industry at the 
British Exhibition in New York. There are seven American firms 
already in production in Northern Ireland, and two projects in which 
there is joint Anglo-American participation,’ he added. 

The American companies employed over 1,600 workers, and when 
present plans were fully developed, the number of jobs created would 
be more than 3,000. The total American investment involved was 
about 50 million dollars. It was anticipated that the film would play 
some part in encouraging expanding American corporations to visit 
Northern Ireland to see whether the facilities offered could be tailor- 
made to meet their requirement. 





Northern Ireland Index of Industrial Production 


THE PROVISIONAL Index of Industrial Production in Northern 
Ireland for March, 1960, prepared by the Ministry of Commerce, 
was 122, the same figure as for February, 1960, and 12 points higher 
than for March, 1959. All the groups for which separate indices are 
published, except engineering, showed increases compared with 
March, 1959. Mechanical and electrical engineering was reduced from 
120 to 109, but the figure for all engineering (including shipbuilding 
and aircraft) was 115 in March of both 1959 and 1960. The textile 
group of industries showed the greatest increase compared with a 
year ago. 


Electrical Manufacturers Urged to Combine on Research 


TuHat United Kingdom manufacturers of electrical plant and 
equipment should endeavour to combine research over a large field 
to meet the competition which would emerge from the establishment 
of the European Common Market was suggested by Lord Chandos, 
chairman of Associated Electrical Industries, Ltd., in his presidential 
address to the British Electrical Power Convention which opened at 
Bournemouth on Monday. 


‘We must, I think, face the fact that the European Common 
Market is going to throw up some large industrial amalgamations, 
which will have at hand a larger domestic market than we can ever 
hope to attain in this country, or even in the European Free Trade 
Area,’ Lord Chandos said. “We are a country which has to live by its 
brains; we must be always in the van of industrial progress, yet I 
think it is true, too true, that some of our shortage of technical man- 
power is because we are wasting or mis-using it. 


‘Always recognizing that competition is a necessary ingredient of a 
lively economy, is it really sense that we should be submitting, for 
example, four tenders for one nuclear power station, at a cost of 
perhaps £200,000 per tender? All this means that £600,000 is wasted 
every time that four groups tender for one station. 


‘Of course the money is not the worst part of it, although it can be a 
very painful part of it. What is worse is that there are four teams of 
engineers of high qualification, and only one team is going to be 
successful. This frustration and waste of technical manpower extends 
far beyond nuclear power stations, it extends into all kinds of research 
and development, whether in transistors, semi-conductors, conven- 
tional generating plant, transformers, switchgear, and so forth. 


‘In short, I think we must all consciously try to build up amongst 
the leading manufacturers more mutual confidence. We must try, 
without undermining competition, to combine our research — and I 
am thinking particularly of fundamental research — over a wide field. 
We should not be accused of having half a dozen different research 
establishments, using perhaps twice the necessary technical effort, 
in order to push out the frontiers of our knowledge in relation to some 


part of the electrical industry. We should at least aim, and I repeat it, 
as a matter of confidence, to try and get one or two.’ 

The Hon. H. G. Nelson, managing director of the English Electric 
Co. Ltd., and vice-chairman of the Board of Trade’s Advisory 
Council on Middle East Trade (ACMET) said that a recent inquiry 
by the Department of Scientific and Industrial Research showed that 
whereas British manufacturing industry generally spent 2-6 per cent. 
of their turnover on research and development, in the electrical 
industry the ratio was 9-8 per cent. 


Speaking of exports, Mr. Nelson said: ‘Our own industry is the 
second largest exporting industry in the United Kingdom. According 
to BEAMA about 20 per cent. of the output of its members is exported 
and taking into account that many of the smaller firms do not export 
at all, it follows that the percentage for some of the larger companies 
is much higher. The fact that some of the larger firms in the industry 
are dealing with export business running into tens of millions of £’s 
per annum, means that these are international organizations whose 
horizons are not limited by United Kingdom considerations. 

‘The British electrical industry is playing a vital part in jeveloping 
the resources of the world. The demand for electrical goods will be 
heavy for many years to come. It must be recognized, however, that 
whereas in the past, many good customers accepted automatically 
British standards and British equipment, these ties have been greatly 
loosened and there is a growing need to meet the full brunt of inter- 
national competition in all markets.’ 


Higher Export Target Proposed 
Proposing a new export target for the industry, Mr. E. V Small, 
joint managing director of A.E.I. Export Ltd., said: 


‘I cannot believe that our industry can be satisfied with overall 
results amounting to 20 per cent. of the national gross product for 
goods of this category exported over the last eight years, and a target

of that percentage must be challenged as being too low when we 
consider the improved conditions under which the electrical industry 
is now operating, with millions spent and spending in expansion of 
plant, development and the replacement of out-of-date machinery. 

‘In this respect we are strong where previously we were weak 
and as a highly developed industry with a very large content of 
specialized and precision work, and having, in spite of all our post-war 
difficulties, maintained our position in the fore-front of world elec- 
trical exports, we can surely have confidence in our ability to improve 
very considerably our past performances and I suggest that an overall 
target of 25 per cent. as the export share of the total national product 
should not be an impossible target.’ 

“The convention, which was organized by the British Electrical 
Development Association, was held under the general title of “The 
New Horizon’ and attended by about 2,000 delegates.

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Engineering Statistics for March 


PRODUCTION in the engineering and electrical goods industries in 
March is estimated as 19 per cent. more than a year ago. Allowing for 
the incidence of the Easter holidays, which fell in March last year, 
the increase would be reduced to about 8 per cent. On the same basis, 
the increase in the first quarter was 12 per cent. more than a year 
earlier and provisional estimates for April, based on the limited 
information so far available, suggest that production was 16 per cent. 
more than in April 1959. 


The volume of orders on hand in March was 3 per cent. more than 
in February, and 12 per cent. more than in October when orders on 
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hand began to increase; net new orders expanded rapidly in the first 
quarter. 

Exports of products of the engineering and electrical goods in- 
dustries in the first quarter were 13 per cent. more by volume than a 
year ago, when exports of these products were low. They were, 
however, 3 per cent. higher than in the fourth quarter of 1959, and 
slightly above the record level reached in the second quarter of 1957. 

A description of the scheme of engineering statistics with details 
of the basis and scope of the statistics and definitions of the industries 
covered appeared in an article in the Board of Trade Journal of 
May 8, 1959 (page 1077).

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Import and Export Prices in April 


IN APRIL the terms of trade again improved. This was mainly due 
to a small overall rise in export prices reflecting an increase in the 
export price index of about half of one per cent. There was little 
change in total import prices and the index remained at 99. The 
terms of trade this month stood at 88 — the same level as in April, 
1959, when the import and export price indices were each three 
points lower. 

The normal seasonal decline in the prices of imported foodstuffs 
continued, resulting in a fall of about half of one per cent. in the 
index of Class A goods. This was, however, for the most part, offset 


by a similar rise in basic materials. There was little movement in 
other imported goods. 


The increase in the total index of United Kingdom export prices 
was almost entirely due to a rise of 4} per cent. in the index for the 
metals group which rose to a level slightly above that of a year ago. 
The index for Engineering products remained unchanged while that 
for textiles dropped two of the three points rise in March. 


The method of calculating the import and export price indices was 
explained in the Board of Trade Journal on May 2, 1958.

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Sales in the Hosiery Industry in April 


THE AVERAGE daily rate of manufacturers’ sales of all knitted goods 
and fabrics (including warp knitted fabric) in April was 25 per cent. 
more than in April last year. In the three months February to April 
it is provisionally estimated to have been 14 per cent. more than in 
the corresponding period of 1959. Manufacturers’ selling prices 
during the three months were about the same as a year ago. 


The index numbers given below are of the value of sales adjusted 
for the length of the working month, and allowance has been made 
for the Easter holidays which fell in March last year and April this 
year. The index numbers have not been adjusted for non-statutory 
holidays or other seasonal factors. 


Details of hosiery sales for the three months November 1959 to 
January 1960 are now available. The total value of sales during this 
quarter was 12 per cent. more than a year ago, all sections of the 
industry sharing the increase. During the twelve months ending 
January 1960 the value of manufacturers’ sales was 5 per cent. more 
than in the previous twelve months, although there was a slight 
decrease in sales of socks and stockings. Sales of circular knitted 
stockings, however, increased by about 20 per cent. Prices of fully 
fashioned stockings have fallen; the number of pairs sold by manu- 
facturers during the year was 7 per cent. less than in the previous 
twelve months, while the value of sales was 11 per cent. less.

(6) Including only direct exports and nylon stockings delivered to 
merchants to meet specific export orders. 

(c) February to January inclusive. 
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Domestic Furniture Deliveries 


MANUFACTURER’S deliveries of domestic furniture in April are 
estimated, on the basis of returns from a sample of manufacturers, 
at a value of £10-3 million. 

The provisional index of deliveries for April, which allows for 
price changes and variations in the length of the working month, 
stands at 104 (1954 = 100) compared with 100 in April 1959. Esti- 
mated orders on hand at the end of April amounted to £9 million 
which compared with £8 million at the end of April 1959. 

The final figure for the value of deliveries in the first quarter of 1960 
stood at £30-1 million (compared with the estimate of £30-2 million) 
and this showed a rise of 9 per cent. over the corresponding quarter 
last year. When allowance is made for price changes the index of 
deliveries in the first quarter was 100 (1954 = 100) which compares 
with 93 in the corresponding quarter last year. The final figure for 
orders on hand at the end of March was £10-1 million compared with 
the estimate, based on a sample of returns, of £10-3 million. 

The provisional monthly totals for January-March have now been 
adjusted to accord with the final quarterly figure. The indices of the 
volume of deliveries, in which adjustments have been made for 
variations in the length of the working month and fo: price changes, 
have also been revised as follows:

Trucks for Venezuela 


Leyland Motors Lad. announced on May 13 that the first consign- 
ment of a £200,000 fleet of dump truck chassis from their heavy 
vehicle factories is about to go into operation on South American 
roads, Ordered by the Venezuelan Ministry of Public Works, the new 
fleet will comprise 80 Leyland Super Comet short-wheelbase trucks 
with 6-speed gearboxes and 2-speed rear axles. The chassis are being 
chipped to Caracas, where they are fitted with bodywork and twin- 
ram tipping gear by Ensamblaje Superior C.A. The last consignment 
is expected to be shipped during July. 


Asphalt Plant for Iran 


Frederick Parker Ltd., of Leicester, have received an order for a 
‘Starmim’ 39 asphalt and coated macadam plant from Asphalt Rah 
Co. Ltd., of Iran. The latter have been awarded a £2,000,000 contract 
for extension work at Abadan International Airport and the plant is 
required to produce material for the contract. It is claimed that the 
plant will produce between 45 and 80 tons of material an hour, 
depending on conditions. 


Buses for West Indies and Portugal 


A.E.C. Ltd. report that six A.E.C. ‘Reliance’ underfloor-engine 
single-deck buses left the London Docks during the first week of 
May on the s.s. ‘Woldingham Hill,’ bound for the West Indies. The 
first part of an order for 14 such vehicles, they are destined for service 
with the Barbados Transport Board. The first A.E.Cs to enter service 
with the Barbados Transport Board, they are expected to increase 
traffic by their provision of a standard of comfort hitherto unknown 
in Barbados. The company also stated that 10 A.E.C. ‘Regent’ 
Mark V double-deck bus chassis for service with the Service de 
Tramsportes Colectives de Porto, which operates public transport 
services in the Portuguese city of Oporto, were despatched about the 
same time. These will be the first double-deckers in the city, although 
not the first A.E.Cs. Generally similar to the large number of A.E.C. 
double-deckers in daily use in Lisbon, they will have bodies built 
by UTIC, the Portuguese coachbuilding and bus operating concern. 


Dockyard Equipment for Thailand 


Sydney J. Hobbs & Co., of Poole, Dorset, announced recently 
that they have secured and carried out contracts with the Royal Thai 
Navy Dockyard Department, Bangkok, to the value of £16,000. The 
goods and materials supplied consisted of black and galvanized ships’ 
plates, steel and aluminium brass boiler tubes, nickel chrome steel 
bars, linoleum and corrugated furnaces. The contracts were negotiated 
through and placed by the Royal Thai Naval Attaché in London. 


Extension to Accra Store 


A contract worth over £100,000 has been awarded to Taylor 
Woodrow (Ghana) Ltd., by the United Africa Co. Ltd., to extend 
the Kingsway Stores, Kwame Nkrumah Avenue, Accra. The second 
and third floors will be extended over the existing first floor and two 
further linking escalators will be installed. The new work will be 
completed before the end of the year. The architects are T. P. Bennett 
& Son, structural engineers Ove Arup & Partners, and the quantity 
surveyors Gardiner & Theobald Ltd. 


Wire Rope for India 

An order for 174,000 feet (33 miles) of wire rope is being speedily 
dealt with in the Whiffiet, Lanarkshire, works of Frew Brothers & 
Co. Ltd., so that the rope can be on its way before the end of April. 
The company’s normal production was quickly adapted so that this 
order, for 14 in. cir¢umference and 3% in. circumference wire rope, 
could be fitted in at short notice to satisfy a condition in the contract 
which was obtained in the face of strong overseas competition. 


Chemical Plant fer Ireland 


W. & H. M. Goulding Ltd., Irish fertilizer manufacturers, have 
placed with Simon-Carves Ltd., a contract for a further sulphuric 
acid plant of over 200 tons/day capacity. The plant will be in the 
Dublin area and is expected to be completed in the summer of 1961. 
It marks the beginning of the second of Goulding’s large scale 
developments, following their project at Cork, also engineered by 
Simon-Carves Ltd., and now nearing completion. 
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Part of the 1.C.1. Plastics Division stand which will be displayed in the 
Polytechnical Museum, Moscow, from today until June 17, and subse- 
quently in the Exposition Pavilion at Stalingrad from July 15-30. Both 
exhibitions will be opened by the British Ambassador. This is the first 
time a foreign plastics exhibition has been held in the Soviet Union. 
(As announced in the Board of Trade Journal of May 27 (page 1151), a 
delegation from the Soviet Union will arrive in this country on Monday, 
June 6, to begin discussions with the Board of Trade on the following 
day about the operation of the Anglo-Soviet Five-Year Trade Agreement 
of May 1959.) 


Transparent Cellulose Wrappers for Iraq 


Colodense Ltd., of Bristol, a subsidiary company of British Cello- 
phane Ltd., has obtained for the second year in succession the annual 
contract from the Iraq Date Trading Company of Basrah, for printed 
transparent cellulose film date wrappers. The contract is for cellulose 
film wrappers printed in four colours on a special grade of film 
manufactured by British Cellophane Ltd. and is valued at nearly 
£14,000. 


Tractor Shovels for Sweden 


Bray Construction Equipment Ltd. announced recently that they 
have received a further order for an additional 14 tractor shovels, to 
the total value of £48,000 for export to Sweden. This order has been 
placed by their agents, R. A. Dahlgren Ltd., of Lidkoping, and 
follows the recent despatch of ten similar machines. The shovels will 
be engaged mainly on quarrying and road constructional work. 


Solvent Extraction Plant for Kenya 


Rose-Downs & Thompson Ltd., of Hull, a member of the Power- 
Gas Group, has received a contract valued at approximately £160,000 
from Kenya for a complete plant to recover crude pyrathrin extract 
from pyrethrum flower heads. This installation is the second which 
the firm has supplied to their client at Nakuru. The same company 
has also received two contracts valued at nearly £200,000 for complete 
vegetable oil mills, both of which incorporate refining and deodorising 
equipment. The first mill is to be erected in West Africa, the second 
in the West Indies. 


High Altitude Trucks for Bolivia 


Leyland Motors Ltd have announced that a fleet of trucks capable 
of operating from sea level up to 12,000 ft. with payloads as high as 
16 tons, has been ordered from them by two transport undertakings 
in Bolivia at a cost of some £90,000. They are stated to be repeat 
orders placed as a direct result of the successful operation of Leyland 
trucks in Bolivia at heights of up to 14,000 ft. In this rarified atmos- 
phere the engine horse-power is 47 per cent. of that normally 
developed. The vehicles just ordered are standard models, tuned to 
operate at high altitudes. 
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Mullard’s 4-million volt linear accelerator designed 
for X-ray treatment for deep-seated tumours is 
claimed to be the first British equipment of its 
kind to be ordered by the U.S.S.R. A similar 
machine is seen here at a Cheshire hospital.

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Questions Asked and Answered in Parliament 
Below is a selection of questions of interest to industry asked and answered in Parliament. 


Thursday, May 26 


EFTA Talks at Lisbon 

The President was asked to make a statement on the talks at Lisbon 
between the European Free Trade Association and the Common 
Market countries. In reply, Mr. Erroll said the talks at Lisbon were 
between Ministers of the European Free Trade Association. The 
outcome of the talks was contained in a communique issued on 
May 20 (see Board of Trade Journal, May 27, page 1142). The Seven 
countries welcomed the readiness of the Six to negotiate, and referred 
to the possibility of a settlement which would provide for a partnership 
of se two in a common system of European trade consistent with 
GATT. 


Duty on Chipboard 

Mr. Reginald Maudling, President of the Board of Trade, was 
asked for what reason the present import duty on flaxboard was only 
half that on wood chipboard; and whether, in view of the fact that 
flaxboard was a very similar product to chipboard and was in direct 
competition with it, he would make arrangements for this anomaly 
to be rectified at an early date. 

In reply, Mr. F. J. Erroll, Minister of State, Board of Trade, said 
that under the tariff in force before January 1, 1959, wood chipboard 
was liable to a duty of 20 per cent. ad valorem under the general 
tariff heading for manufactures of wood. There was no similar heading 
to include flaxboard, which was then liable only to the 10 per cent. 
general ad valorem duty. These rates of duty were retained when the 
new tariff in Brussels Nomenclature form was introduced at the 
beginning of 1959. 

If the industries affected submitted an application to the Board of 
Trade for a change in the duty on flaxboard, it would be considered 


* on its merits. 


Imports of Timber 

Asked whether, in view of the urgent need to make satisfactory 
arrangements in the next few years to use the increasing supply of 
home-grown timber, he would review the present duties which 
applied to the imports of timber, timber products and raw materials 
used in the manufacture of timber products, Mr. Erroll said it was 
always open to the interests concerned to submit an application to the 
Board of Trade if they thought there was a case for a change in the 
present duties. 


Article 12 of the GATT 

The President was questioned on the changes that had taken place 
in the policy of H.M. Government with regard to resort to Article 12 
of the General Agreements on Tariffs and Trade; and to what extent 
such changes implied abandonment of the quota restrictions on canned 
and dried fruits, cigars and other goods from the dollar area and fresh 
fruit from the dollar area and Europe not included in the liberalizations 
previously announced. 

Mr. Erroll replying, said: “We have for some time considered that 
we can no longer justify our restrictions on balance of payments 
grounds, and the United Kingdom has accordingly ceased to invoke 
Article 12 of the GATT. Our policy in respect of our remaining 
import restrictions remains as stated in the reply given on January 28.’ 


Industrial Development in Durham 

The President was asked whether, in view of the high level of 
unemployment prevailing in most areas of the county of Durham and 
of the urgent need for industrial development over the next few years, 


he would bring forward a plan which would make provision for 
H.M. Government to establish individual Government factories and 
consult with the nationalized industries with a view to their setting 
up subsidiary firms in these areas. 

In reply, Mr. John Rodgers, Parliamentary Secretary, said there 
were about 17,000 new jobs in prospect in County Durham. While 
they should go far to reduce the level of unemployment, it was agreed 
that:more employment needed to be found. But it was the view of the 
Government that this was best done by the Board of Trade con- 
tinuing their efforts to steer industry to those parts of the county which 
most needed it and not by the establishment of Government operated 
factories. The nationalized industries were free to carry on their 
activities in accordance with their commercial judgment, but he was 
confident that they bore in mind, when considering new developments, 
the needs of places with serious unemployment problems. 


Unoccupied Factories 


Replying to a question on the empty Board of Trade factory at 
Cymmer, Port Talbot, Mr. Rodgers said “The availability of this 
factory has been brought to the attention of seven firms seeking 
factory space in the last two months, but it has not been possible to 
interest any of them in taking a lease. We have also advertised it, but 
without success. All Board of Trade Regional Offices know of it and 
we shall continue our efforts to find a new tenant.’ 

The Parliamentary Secretary also dealt with factory space currently 
lying idle in the county of Fife; and how this figure compared with 
that of the last three years. He said there was no obligation upon 
firms to report empty factory space to the Board of Trade, but the 
Controller for Scotland had knowledge of 296,560 square feet of 
factory space in Fife which was at present vacant compared with 
414,315 square feet at the same time in 1959. No records of empty 
space were maintained over the years. Replying to another question 
concerning attracting new industries to Aberdeen, Mr. Rodgers said 
the Board of Trade had continued in their efforts to steer industry to 
Aberdeen as to other Development Districts. They had also drawn the 
attention of existing firms to the assistance available under the Local 
Employment Act for developments which would provide additional 
employment. Aberdeen was of course listed in the pamphlet ‘Expand- 
ing Industry’ which was sent to 45,000 industrialists when the Act 
came into force. 


U.K.-Polish Trade Agreement 

A questioner asked the President to give details of the trade agree- 
ment with Poland, which was recently concluded in London. 

Mr. Erroll replying said a Trade Arrangement with Poland was 
signed in London on May 20 which will come into operation on 
July 1, 1960, and last for three years (see details on page 1210). Under 
this Arrangement import quotas on both sides will be negotiated 
annually. The Quota Lists for 1960/61 envisage an increase in the 
United Kingdom exports to Poland from £16 million in 1959 to about 
£20 million, and an increase in United Kingdom imports from 
Poland from about £33 million in 1959 to about £35 million. 


Monday May 30 


Import Duty on Superphosphate and Basic Slag 


Replying to a question Mr. John Rodgers said that during 1959

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Focus on 
British Toys 


at Melbourne Fair

HE 1960 Melbourne Toy Fair, the fourth of its kind, was held 

in the Exhibition Buildings, in the centre of Melbourne, from 

May 16 to 21. The fair is organized by the Victorian Toy Retailers’ 
Association. The Exhibition Buildings, originally constructed in 1888 
for an International Exhibition, are regularly used throughout the 
year for various exhibitions and displays, and have provided the locale 
for the Toy Fair for the past three years. 

The Melbourne Toy Fair differs from those held in the United 
Kingdom in that the presentation of toys must be adequate for 
attracting not only trade buyers, but also the general public, par- 
ticularly children, who attend in their thousands. There were 2,800 
visitors on the first two days, when only trade buyers were admitted, 
but from May 18 to 21, during the Victorian school-children’s holidays, 
some 71,000 of the public attended the fair. The official opening was 
carried out by Lady Brooks (the wife of Sir Dallas Brooks, the 
Governor of Victoria), who was accompanied by her grandchild, 
Christopher Byrne. 

“Toy Fair’ is perhaps an inadequate title for this comprehensive 
show, which includes stage and television shows and demonstrations. 
This year’s fair differed considerably from the previous displays in 
that the largest and major stand was an official British stand provided 
by the Board of Trade. Occupying a central position in the nave of 
the main hall, immediately facing the entramce doors, the British 
stand covered some 2,675 square feet. It was designed by the Central 
Office of Information and constructed by a local contractor, and 
comprised 15 individual display units of varying sizes, filled with the 
toys of 30 members of the British Toy Manufacturers’ Association. 
The individual displays were staffed by local agents and representa- 
tives of the British principals. In attendance to answer commercial 
inquiries and representing the British Toy Manufacturers’ Association 
was S. H. Powell, Chairman of the British Toy Fair International Ltd. 
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The stand itself, gaily decorated with Union Jacks and Australian 
flags, had a mural back-cloth together with an animated puppet 
band which was the focal point of attraction on entering the fair. 
The toys on display represented an excellent cross-section of the 
range of British products. The United Kingdom Trade Commis- 
sioners in Melbourne received many congratulations on the excellence 
of this joint effort of the Board of Trade and the British Toy Manu- 
facturers’ Association. 


During the trade buyers’ days the fair was visited by various toy 
wholesalers, retailers and trade buyers from not only Victoria, but 
also from New South Wales, South Australia, Tasmania and even 
New Zealand, and most wholesaler-agents reported a keen interest 
and obtained many worthwhile orders. The public obviously enjoyed 
the sight of such a wide range of toys, particularly now that with 
larger quotas and de-restriction of some lines more imported goods will 
be available on the Australian market. In addition to the 30 British 
manufacturers represented on the main stand, the products of a 
further 15 were displayed on eight other wholesalers’ stands scattered 
through the rest of the Toy Fair. Toys from other overseas countries 
were far less in evidence although products from the United States, 
Germany, Italy, Czechoslovakia and Japan were displayed on the 
various stands of local agents. The toys from America were a novelty 
in comparison with previous years but there was no overall promotion. 


This British promotional effort, which received excellent coverage 
through radio and television programmes, has been most warmly 
received not only by the trade, but also by the general public. The 
Australian toy market already absorbs British toys to the value of over 
£A.1,100,000 per annum. It is thought this kind of participation in 
local exhibitions in Australia can have both a long-term and an 
immediate effect in promoting the sales of British goods.

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Growing Interest in Munich Handicrafts Fair 


THE 12th International Handicrafts and Supplier Industries Fair, 
which was opened in Munich by the Federal Minister for Posts and 
Telegraphs, Herr Stucklen, on May 11, is the largest yet to be held, 
and appears to be growing in importance. It closed on May 22. 


This year’s exhibition covered a total area of 51,000 square metres 
(an increase of 5,000 square metres compared with 1959) and attracted 
2,458 exhibitors. Governments, Trade Associations, Chambers of 
Commerce, and private commercial firms from no less than 29 
countries including some from behind the Iron Curtain, came to 
Munich to take part. As usual Italy with 329 exhibitors headed the list 
of foreign participants, followed by France, Greece, Austria and 
Belgium. For the first time for many years the U.A.R. and Japan 
were not represented, but Bulgaria, Libya, Pakistan, Roumania and 
Vietnam are either newcomers or lapsed exhibitors staging a comeback. 


The main groups of products shown included furnishings, interior 
decoration, fashions, textiles, leather goods, tools, workshop equip- 
ment, building machinery, machines for the leather, plastics, wood, 
and metal working trades, as well food as packing machinery and 
laundry equipment. 


Consumer goods reflected the present high standard of living in 
Europe, and the organizers had ensured that these products were 
presented in an elegant and fitting fashion. It is one of the main 
characteristics of the Handicrafts Fair that the design and layout is 
of extremely high quality and this alone invariably surprises many a 
hardened Fair Visitor. 


Reference should also be made to the displays of craftsmen at work, 
and the impressive collections of machines, and mechanical equip- 
ment, chosen to represent the ‘Handicrafts Supplier Industries’. (For 
the 1959 Fair the official title of the Fair was changed from ‘Inter- 
national Handicrafts Fair’ to ‘International Handicrafts and Supplier 
Industries Fair’.) These products ranged from laundry equipment to 
building machinery and from hand tools to the latest in automatic 
lathes. 


The Fair was divided into seven main groups: Art handicrafts; 
furniture, interior decorating; fashions, clothes, textiles, and leather 
goods; machine tools and workshop equipment; building equipment 
and machinery; wood and metal working machinery (including 
equipment for the motor car repair trade); and machines for food- 
stuffs, textiles, leather industries as well as for laundries and dry 
cleaners. 


A number of United Kingdom products were on show, among 
them the Firth Cleveland range of hand tools, Roneo and Gestetner 
office machinery, the local agents of Suffolk Iron Foundries, and 
Qualcast lawn mowers. There was also an attractive display of 
religious art work supplied by the Goldsmiths’ Hall. 


The general opinion among German agents representing these 
United Kingdom firms at the Fair was that participation was worth- 
while chiefly because it is an excellent means of getting a product 
known on the German market. As one agent of a British firm pointed 
out, far more publicity could be obtained for his principal’s products 
by exhibiting them at the Handicrafts Fair than would be possible by 
investing the same amount of money in newspaper or trade piess 
advertising. 

The extremely broad scope of the exhibition, and the fact that it 
is open to the general public, has often given rise to the criticism that 
German buyers tend to avoid the Fair and concentrate more on the 
specialized events. Nevertheless a great many foreign countries — 
Denmark, Finland, France, Greece, Italy, Austria, Norway, Turkey 
and the United States, to mention but a few — are not only currently 
participating but have done so for a number of years. The importance 
which these foreign participants attach to this International Handi- 
crafts Exhibition, claimed to be the largest of its kind in Europe, is 
perhaps best illustrated by the fact that as much as 43 per cent. of 
the available area was taken up by them this year.

United Kingdom and Poland 


LAST WEEK’S Board of Trade Journal announced the conclusion of a 
new Trade Arrangement between the United Kingdom and Poland. 


The Trade t, and the annexed lists of goods, are reproduced 
below for the information and benefit of traders. 


TRADE ARRANGEMENT 


Representatives of the Government of the United Kingdom of 
Great Britain and Northern Ireland (hereinafter referred to as the 
United Kingdom Government) and of the Government of the Polish 
Peoples Republic (hereinafter referred to as the Polish Government) 
met in London between May 16 and May 20, 1960, and, having 
regard to the Agreement on Financial Matters dated November 11, 
1954, in a common anxiety te the development of trade 
between their two countries, decided upon the following arrangements 
as regards mutual trade during the period from July 1, 1960, to 
June 30, 1963. 

1. (a) The lists of goods for import from Poland into the United 
Kingdom (set out in Annex A) and the lists of goods for import from 
the United Kingdom into Poland (set out in Annex B) form and will 
form an integral part of this Arrangement, the period of validity of 
these lists being specified in the headings thereto. 

(b) Representatives of the two Governments will meet, at annual 
intervals, to negotiate new lists to cover the period of validity of this 
Arrangement; and at any time at the request of either Government to 
review its working. 

2. The United Kingdom Government will issue the licences 
necessary for the import, up to the values or quantities shown, of 
those goods which are specified in the lists at Annex A as being 
subject to specific import licence and in respect of which application 
is made during the period of validity of those lists. The United 
Kingdom Government will make available the sterling necessary for 
the import of all goods whose import from Poland is covered by 
specific or open licence. 

3. The Polish Government will issue the licences and make available 
the sterling necessary for the import of those goods which are specified, 
and in respect of which application is made during the period of 
in the lists at Annex B up to the values shown, where specified, 
validity of those lists. The Polish trade organizations will be authorised 
to purchase these goods subject only to commercial considerations 
of price, type, specification and contract. 

4. Nothing in this Arrangement shall, of itself, preclude trade in 
goods not mentioned in Annexes A and B 

5. Both Governments recognise the mutual importance of confi- 
dence for the future as regards their respective exports. 

6. It is understood that the two Governments will refrain from 
discriminatory action and unnecessary restrictions affecting shipping 
engaged in international trade. 

7. The present Arrangement will enter into force on July 1, 1960, 
and will remain in force until June 30, 1963. 


General Note: Some items for which quotas had been agreed 
individually were grouped subsequently into more general headings 
to permit some flexibility in the use of the facilities. These items are 
listed under the general headings and the amounts agreed for each 
shown in the first of the two right hand columns.

tricresyl phosphate, ancillary products for rubber, luminophores, 
vitreous enamel oxides, radio-active isotopes, cyclohexylamine, 
dielectric fluids, textile auxiliaries, and lanolin. 

Plastic materials, including sheeting and floor coverings, synthetic resins, 
film base, cellulose acetate and acrylics.

THE BRITISH EMBASSY in Warsaw reports that a commercial 
agreement for 1960 was recently signed in Teheran between Poland 
and Iran. 


The agreement provides for exports valued at 44-8 million foreign 
exchange zloties on either side. Poland’s exports to Iran will include 
complete industrial plants, deliveries of which are expected to amount 
to 8-4 million foreign exchange zloties during 1960. Other Polish 
exports will be agricultural machines and installations, textile machines, 
paper, fabrics, rubber shoes, chemicals, glass and household consumer 
goods. Poland will buy cotton from Iran during 1960 to a value of 
22-4 million foreign exchange zloties. Other Iranian exports will be 
wool, leather and tanning extracts. 


Norway and Hungary 


By A PROTOCOL signed in Budapest the Trade Agreement between 
Hungary and Norway has been extended to December 31, 1960. 


Hungarian goods which may be imported into Norway under the 
Protocol include sugar, textile articles, various leather goods and house- 
hold earthenware, porcelain and glass articles. Norwegian goods 
which may be imported into Hungary include cellulose, rayon wool, 
machinery and equipment, paper and board, fish and fish products and 
chemicals.

Cuba and Japan 


AN AGREEMENT on Commerce was signed between Cuba and 
Japan in Tokyo on April 22, 1960. The Agreement includes provisions 
whereby each side is to grant the other most-favoured-nation treat- 
ment on tariffs and trade, taxation, entry and residence, and business 
activities, and national and most-favoured treatment for vessels 
engaged in international shipping. 

The Agreement itself provides for entry into force on the date of 
ratification, and for an initial period of validity of three years. An 
Exchange of Notes, however, provides that the provisions giving 
most-favoured-nation treatment for tariffs and trade shall be brought 
into force provisionally as from June 1, 1960, thus replacing the series 
of modus vivendi which have governed these matters since 1958 (the 
last notice of these arrangements appeared in the Board of Trade 
Journal dated August 21, 1959 (page 113). 


Pakistan and United Arab Republic 


A JOINT COMMUNIQUE issued in Karachi on April 15, 1960, 
announced the signing of a trade agreement between Pakistan and the 
United Arab Republic. 


The agreement provides for the grant to the signatory countries 
of most-favoured-nation treatment in respect of commerce. Though 
of a general nature, the agreement provides for the conclusion of such 
special arrangements for the exchange of commodities and promotion 
of trade as may be considered necessary from time to time. The initial 
period of one year is extendable for further periods of one year unless 
either side gives notice of its termination three months prior to the 
expiry of any one-year period. 

The United Arab Republic expressed interest in jute, jute manu- 
factures, tea, newsprint, paper, varnishes and paints, agricultural 
implements and accessories, pharmaceuticals, lathes and water 
pumps. U.A.R. exports to Pakistan will include phosphates and 
superphosphates, crude oil and products, onions, potatoes, heavy 
duty tyres, and olive oil. 


Sweden and Hungary 


THE TRADE AGREEMENT between Sweden and Hungary which 
expired on January 31, 1960, and was subsequently prolonged tem- 
porarily has now been formally prolonged until January 31, 1961. 
Certain small adjustments to the quota lists have been made including 
increases in the quotas for Swedish exports of hides and cellulose.

Transfers to Replacement Licensing 


Restriction on Imports of Air-cooled I.C. Engines and Motor- 
mowers 


As from May 31, 1960, air-cooled internal combustion engines of 
1-6 h.p. and motor mowers will require import licences. This action 
has been taken under the terms of Article XIX of the GATT, which 
permits emergency action of this kind when imports of particular 
products increase to such an extent as to cause or threaten serious 
injury to domestic producers. It is understood that the restrictions 
will remain until such time as the Tariff Board have completed their 
investigations into the degree of assistance required by local produc- 
tion (see Board of Trade Journal of May 20, 1960, page 1123) and 
the Australian Government has acted following receipt of the Board’s 
Report. 

The air-cooled internal combustion engines have been placed 
in the Administrative Category (licensed on an ad hoc basis) and motor 
mowers in Category A, with importers’ quotas at 100 per cent. of 
imports in 1959.

Law to Encourage Industrial Development 


A NOTICE in the Board of Trade Journal of December 11, 1959 
(page 979) gave advice of a new ‘Industrial Protection and Develop- 
ment Law’ which came into force on September 9, 1959. 


H.M. Embassy in San Jose reports that the Regulations required 
for the administration of this Law and the setting up of the different 
Committees for which it provides have been prepared and were 
promulgated in Presidential Decree No. 3 of April 7, 1960. They 
became effective on April 4, 1960, the date on which they were 
published in the Costa Rican Official Gazette.

PARAGUAY 
Exchange Surcharges on Imports 


THE ADDITIONAL 5 per cent. exchange surcharge on imports 
(notified in the Board of Trade Journal for April 22, 1960, page 902), 
brings the total of exchange surcharges on imports to 15 per cent. 
The following only are exempt from the surcharges: 


(a) Imports from bordering countries and Uruguay. 
(b) Imports affected under ‘the incorporation of private capital deposited 
abroad.’ 

(Note: It is understood that this refers to purchases of capital goods 
by firms or persons in Paraguay who pay for them from their own 
accounts in foreign currency held abroad and that such imports are 
also exempt from the prior deposits normally required). 

(c) Imports of equipment or materials required for petroleum explora- 
tion and exploitation. noes 

(d) Donations to public, cultural, religious and charitable institutions, etc. 

(e) All imports made under diplomatic or consular franchise ‘provided 
that such imports are paid for with the importer’s own foreign 
currency and do not constitute a charge on any export quotas fixed for 
Paraguay by other countries.’ 

(f) Road Commission and Airport imports. 
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GUATEMALA 
Import and Export Regulations 


H.M. EMBASSY in Guatemala City reports that, under recent 
instructions issued by the Ministry of Finance of the Republic, the 
re-export of all merchandise consigned to persons or firms in Guate- 
mala is forbidden. 


The Embassy also reports that, although free storage of freight is 
normally allowed in the customs houses of the Republic for 15 days 
only, 30 days of free storage are now granted in the case of goods 
entered at the national ports of Matias de Galvez on the Atlantic coast 
and Champerico on the Pacific coast, and that Customs charges must 
be paid as of the first day in respect of goods in transit. 


TRINIDAD AND TOBAGO 
Import Prohibition of Some Types of Knives 


‘THE IMPORTATION into Trinidad and Tobago of the types of 
knives shown below has been prohibited by The Restriction of 
Offensive Weapons Ordinance, 1960: 


Any knife which has a blade which opens automatically by hand 
pressure applied to a button, spring or other device in or attached to 
any part of the knife, commonly known as a ‘flick knife’ or ‘flick gun’ 
or which has a blade which is released from the handle or sheath by 
the force of gravity or the application of centrifugal force and which, 
when released, is locked in place by means of a button, spring, lever 
or other device, commonly known as a ‘gravity knife.’ 


Any knife or any sharpened or pointed instrument which has been 
built in or forms an integral part of a walking stick or stick or any other 
article purporting to be, or so nearly resembling as to be calculated to 
deceive. 

Any other article which is released automatically or otherwise from 
such walking stick, stick or other article by the manipulation of a 
button, spring, knob or other device in, on or attached to such walking 
stick, stick or other article, or by any other method whatsoever.

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CANADA 
Amendments to Budget Proposals for 1960-61 


THE CANADIAN Government have introduced the following amend- 
ments to the Budget proposals, to take effect from April 1, 1960, 
details of which were given in the Board of Trade Journal of April 15. 


Excise Tax Act 
The exemption from sales tax for ‘Electric heating equipment, designed 
for use etc.,’ now reads: 

‘Electric heating equipment, designed for use on a system using 200 
volts or greater, for permanent installation as part of an_ electric 
heating system for buildings is exempt from sales tax. This does not 
include electric wiring or other materials leading to or connecting 
such equipment to the electric power supply.’ 

The exemption from ssles tax for, ‘Usual coverings to be used exclusively 
for covering goods etc,’ now reads: 

The exemption from sales tax for, ‘Usual coverings to be used 
exclusively for covering goods not subject to the consumption or sales 
tax and materials to be used exclusively in the manufacture of such 
coverings’ is to provide an exemption for: 

‘(a) usual coverings or usual containers to be used exclusively for 

covering or containing goods not subject to the consumption or 


sales tax but not including coverings or containers designed for 
dispensing goods for sale or designed for repeated use other than: 
(i) barrels, boxes, baskets, crates and bags for packaging 
fruits and vegetables, 
(ii) boxes and crates for eggs, 
(iii) butter and cheese boxes, 
(iv) cans and insulated bags for ice cream, 
(v) corrugated paper boxes for bread, 
(vi) flour bags, 
(vii) milk and cream bottles, milk and cream cans; and 
(b) materials to be used exclusively in the manufacture of exempt 
coverings and containers.’ 
The following is added to the list of exemptions from sales tax: 
‘Drainage, waste and vent copper tubing from two inches to six inches 
in diameter, with a wall thickness from ‘040 to -083 of an inch, for 
non-pressure applications, and fittings therefor, are exempt from sales 
tax.’

UNITED STATES 
Anti-Dumping Regulations Revised 


A NOTICE was published in the Board of Trade Journal on Sep- 
tember 5, 1958 (page 494) about the amendments made to the Anti- 
dumping Act of 1921. Since the Act was amended the Bureau of 
Customs have been considering what revisions were necessary to the 
relevant Customs Regulations, in order to bring them into line with the 
revised Act. These regulations have now been issued in their final 
form and will be effective on July 5. 


The most important changes in the regulations are outlined below: 


(1) There has been some modification of the allowances which may be 
granted when a comparison is being made between various home and export 
prices to determine whether sales in the United States are taking place at 
prices below ‘fair value.’ The modification takes the form of defining more 
closely those differences in circumstances of sale which may be taken into 
consideration. Permitted differences will be limited, in general, to those 
which bear a reasonably direct relationship to the sales under consideration; 
differing credit terms, guarantees, technical assistance, servicing and the 
assumption by a seller of a purchaser’s advertising and other selling costs, 
are examples of items which will be considered. 


(2) The insertion of a new subsection making allowances for differences 
in the cost of manufacture should it be necessary to compare the price of 


one product with the price of a similar product to establish whether sales 
are at less than ‘fair value’ e.g. in comparing ‘similar’ products such as 
differing makes of cars. 

(3) The insertion of two new sections relating to the publication of de- 
cisions and the modification or revocation of existing findings of dumping.

Publication of Complainant’s Name Considered

given when a notice of belief or suspicion of dumping is issued. 
Before adopting such procedure, consideration will be given to views 
submitted in writing, in duplicate, before June 20, to the Com-. 
missioner of Customs, Washington 25, D.C.

Proposed Tariff Negotiations 


THE UNITED STATES Interdepartmental Committee on ‘Trade 
Agreements has given formal notice of the intention of the United 
States Government to participate in a further round of multilateral 
and reciprocal tariff negotiations with other Contracting Parties to the 
General Agreement on Tariffs and Trade. 


United States Tariff Reductions 


The United States will only consider tariff concessions within the 
authority delegated to the President in the Trade Agreements Exten- 
sion Act of 1958. This Act provides that the rates of duty in force on 
July 1, 1958, may be reduced, in stages: 

(a) by 20 per cent. of those rates; or 

(b) by 2 percentage points ad valorem; or 

(c) to 50 per cent. ad valorem or equivalent, 
whichever gives the lowest rate of duty. 


The Trade Agreements Committee has published a list of products 
on which the United States may consider offering concessions during 
the negotiations. The listing of an item is for the purpose of affording 
interested parties an opportunity to present their views on the 
possibility of a concession; it does not necessarily mean that a con- 
cession will be offered or made on the product. No tariff concession 
will be granted by the United States, however, on any product not 
included in this or a subsequent published list. 


Under existing United States law, the Tariff Commission is 
required to hold public hearings in connection with its ‘peril point’ 
investigations to determine the extent to which concessions by the 
United States on listed products may be made in the negotiations 
without causing or threatening serious injury to a domestic industry 
in the United States producing like or directly competitive products. 
The Committee for Reciprocity Information is required to receive 
views of interested persons on any aspect of the proposed negotiations. 


Public hearings on the listed items will be held by the Tariff Com- 
mission and the Committee for Reciprocity Information in Washing- 
ton. The hearings will start on July 11, 1960, and persons wishing 
to present oral or written information to either of these bodies must 
notify them in writing not later than June 27, 1960, by which date 
written briefs must also be submitted. The Tariff Commission 
requires 20 copies of written statements; the Committee for Reci- 
procity Information requires 15 copies (which must be supplied 
whether or not oral evidence is to be given). One copy of any state- 
ment sent to either the ‘Secretary, United States Tariff Commission’ 
or to the ‘Committee for Reciprocity Information’ (both at Tariff 
Commission Building, Washington 25, D.C.) must be sworn to. 
Statements submitted to the Tariff Commission will be made available 
to the Committee for Reciprocity Information and vice versa. 

United Kingdom exporters whose products are involved may wish 
to get in touch with their importing agencies in the United States to 
ensure that their views and any relevant facts are made known to 
the Tariff Commission and the Committee for Reciprocity Informa- 
tion.

Import Trade Control Policy 


UNDER Public Notice No. 57 —- 1.T.C. (PN)/60 dated April 28, 1960, 
the following industry may be deemed to have been included in 
list B in Annexure 1 to Public Notice No. 38 — I.T.C. (PN)/60 (see 
Board of Trade Journal dated May 6, page 1000) for purposes of 
licensing on yearly basis: 
Textile machinery manufacturing industry sponsored by the Textile 
Commissioner, Bombay. 

Under Public Notice No. 59 — I.T.C. (PN)/60 dated April 29, 1960, 
it has been decided that manufacturers/assemblers who have a manu- 
facturing programme of complete machinery can, if they so desire, 
use part of the component parts licence held by them for the import 
of certain spare parts. 


Customs Duty Drawback 


UNDER various notifications the Government of India has amended 
existing rules or issued new rules relating to drawback on imported 
materials on which Customs duty has been paid and which are used 
in the manufacture of the goods specified below when such goods are 
manufactured in, and exported from India: 
Tennis or badminton rackets, strung with nylon guts; certain tea 
chests and fittings; and panel pins. 


Drugs Act 


BiL_Lt No. TEN of 1960 was introduced in the Indian Parliament on 
April 28, 1960, to amend the Drugs Act, 1940. 


In its statement of objects and reasons for the introduction of the 
Bill, the Government of India say that the Pharmaceutical Enquiry 
Committee appointed to make a comprehensive survey of the pharma- 
ceutical industry, trade and profession in the country unanimously 
recommended that the Drugs Standard Control which was exercised 
by State Governments should be centralized for a better enforcement 
of the Drugs Act, 1940. On the basis of this recommendation of the 
Committee it is proposed to amend the Drugs Act, 1940, so as to 
empower the Central Government to control the manufacture of 
drugs, to appoint inspectors for inspecting manufacturing premises 
and taking samples of drugs, to appoint Government Analysts to 
whom samples drawn by such inspectors could be sent for analysis 
and to issue directions to State Governments for carrying into 
execution any of the provisions of the Act. It is further proposed to 
provide a minimum punishment of one year’s imprisonment and fine 
for the manufacture, sale, etc., of certain misbranded drugs and a 
minimum punishment of two year’s imprisonment with fine for 
subsequent offences. Provision is also being made for the confiscation 
of sub-standard and misbranded drugs under orders of the Court 
after such inquiry as may be necessary.
